Another fraction not amenable to 
amalgamation is the ‘gold in con- 
centrates.’’ Referring to the average 
role this gold plays in the district, 
we may say that git is of inferior 
importance. Ore samples‘ of  four- 
teen working mines gave’ an average 
of 145 per cent. concentrates, which 
ran $27.50 per ton. Consequently 
one ton of rock contains 33 pounds 
concentrates worth 45 cents. Of 
these concentrates you may calculate
